Atom ic Energy Bill 


Carries Chief Threat 
On Delay In W indup 


WASHINGTON T - At least six 
major issues remain to be disposed 
of in the six working days left be­ 
fore the late Saturday target time 
/or the windup of this Congress. 
Even if all are cleared up, the 
Senate may not adjourn but in­ 
stead take a recess 
to 
come 
back later to act upon a report 
from the special six-man commit­ 
tee set up to study a censure 
move aimed at Sen. McCarthy 
(IMVis). 
The six major legislative issues 
still unresolved are farm, foreign 
aid. social security, the debt limit, 
antisubversive measures and at­ 
omic energy. Of these, a bill to re­ 
vise the Atomic Energy Act ap­ 
peared to carry the chief threat of 
a delay in adjournment. 
Rep. W. Sterling Cole 
(R NY) 
predicted overwhelming House ap­ 
proval some time today of a com­ 
promise bill to allow this country 
to share some 
atomic 
weapons 
data with its allies and to allow 
private industry to enter the atom­ 
ic peaceful power field.

BUT SENATE opponents claim­ 
ed growing strength in a move to 
reject proposed patent provisions 
and send the measure back for a 
second attempt to adjust Senate- 
House differences. 
Senate action is scheduled later 
in the week. Before the bill pass­ 
ed there originally, debate extend­ 
ed over two week* and required 
169 hours. 
After three full days of debate, 
the Senate arranged to begin vot­ 
ing today on new farm legislation 
in which the principal issue is ; 
whether to continue rigid price 
supports on five basic crops or 
shift to the flexible system the I 
Eisenhower administration is ad­ 
vocating. A final vote may be de 
layed until tomorrow. 
Scheduled for Senate consider­

A careful ex 
amination by a physician wilt us 
usally determine if there is a 
discase process at fault 
Swelling may be due to h o t 
weather or to prolonged stand 
ing It is also normal for a preg­ 
nant woman to have a certain 
amount of swelling in her ankles 


Cause of Swelling 
Swelling is d u e to excessive 
fluid accumulation, 
a 
condition 
known as edema 
It usually oc 
curs first in the most dependent 
part of the body, the feet and 
ankles, and this is where a physi 
d a n will first look for swelling 
An individual can accumulate 
as much as ten per cent of his 
body weight in edema, and usu­ 
ally must accumulate more than 
this for a swelling of the skin 
to become 
apparent 
Measure­ 
ment if body weight is one way 


that a physician can determine 
the amount of swelling within the 
body. 


Some C auses 
Severe kidney ailments, heart 
failure, liver 
infections,

anemia or varicose veins can a1! 
cause foot swelling. Certain nu­ 
tritional disorders as well as hor­ 
monal difficulties can also be at 
fault.

Citizens Power To Act 


COLUM BUS .J*-A new Ohio law 
to aid school district mergers is 
barely two months old, but already 
it is finding acceptance 
Rep. William L. Manahan < R-I)e 
fiance), who fathered the statute, 
says it affords citizens an oppor 
tunity to deal directly with their 
school problems.

Effective last June, the law pro­ 


vides for creation of citizens com­ 
mittees in counties for action in 
merging 
school 
districts, 
except 


those in cities. 
State school officials said Brown 
County’s 
committee already 
has 
formed three districts out of 14, in­ 
cluding Georgetown’s exempted vil­ 
lage district. Dr. Clyde Hissong. j 
state 
school 
superintendent, has ' 
approved the mergers, but they 
have yet to go on election ballots 
to give voters the final say. 


Officials said a dozen citizen- 
committees have been formed or 1 
are in the process of formation j 
over the state amid indications oth­ 
ers are on the way. They come ; 
about like this: 
Each local school board in a j 
county sends a representative to j 
a merger convention called by the 
county school board. If the board 
fails to call a requested conven- I 
tion, it can be forced to do so by 1 
petition. 
The convention forms a nine- 
member committee of citizens who 
are not board members or directly 
connected with schools. 
Committees deciding on consoli­ 
dations make their recommenda­ 
tions to the state superintendent 
and each board affected. Approval j 
authorizes placing the question on 
election ballots 
for consideration 
by voters. If 55 percent of those 
voting on 
the question approve, j 
the 
consolidation becomes effec 
live. 3 
If the state superintendent dis- j 
approves the merger plans, voters i 
in the districts involved can meet J 
and place the proposals on ballots ; 
by majority vote of those at the 
meeting. 
Districts 
in 
proposed 
mergers 
can retain their autonomy if 75 < 
per cent of their voters disapprove 
consolidation at the polls. 
Stressing the local nature of citi- j 
zens committees, Manahan pointed 
out that members receive only ex­ 
penses for their services. 
A recent opinion by Atty. Gen. i 
C. William O’Neill emphasized that | 
status of committees. The ruling I 
said such committees lack funds j 
of their own and have no authori­ 
ty to hire a secretary or legal 1 
counsel. 
The opinion added that commit- j 
tee members must be legal resi­ 
dents of their counties and that 
all electors of a district affected 
by reorganization are entitled to ! 
vote on its approval or rejection. 
Manahan said the nature of citi­ 
zens committees virtually assured 
that members would be vitally in­ 
terested in their local school prob­ 
lems. 
Manahan, himself a former coun­ 
ty superintendent, currently is di­ 
recting work of the Ohio School 
Survey Committee studying educa­ 
tion problems for the Legislature.

IO Million Due To Benefit 
Under New Tax Law Change 


Editor’s Note: Following is the 
sixth in a series of articles tell 
ing about the big new income 
tax law and how it affects you.

WASHINGTON WU— A tax cut 
hailed chiefly as a boon to corpora­ 
tions actually will benefit more in­ 
dividual taxpayers than any other 
one part of the new tax revision 
law. 
Experts estimate almost IO mil­ 
lion persons will pay reduced in­ 
come taxes next spring because of 
much faster deductions for wear 
and 
tear on new 
equipment or 
buildings. 
A farmer can benefit if he gets a 
new tractor or barn; a grocer or 
other shopowner can benefit if he 
buys a 
new display counter: 
a 
lawyer can benefit on books for his 
law library; a doctor gets a tax 
cut on new medical equipment: a 
landlord benefits on permanent im­ 
provements to his property; even 
a writer can benefit if he buys a 
new typewriter. 
Altogether, individual taxpayers 
are expected to get tax reductions 
from this provision amounting to 
73 million dollars the first year, 
much more later. The same provi­ 
sion will cut taxes on an estimated 
600,000 corporations by about 291 
million dollars the first year. 
You can claim depreciation de­ 
ductions on buildings or equipment 
which are used in producing in­ 
come and which have a useful life 
.»f three years or more. You can’t 
deduct, for example, on a home or j 
car not used in business. If the 
useful life is less than three years, I 
you deduct the cost of the item as ; 
a regular business expense but not I 
as depreciation. 
Depreciation 
deductions 
a r e : 
spread over the years of useful | 
life of an item. They add up even- | 
tually to the total cost of the item, j 
They are deducted from your in- j 
come, before you apply the tax j 
rate. 
The new law permits much big- 
I ger deductions on new equipment j 
or buildings in the first years of I 
useful life. That means smaller de- I 
Iductions toward the end of the per- j 
i md of useful life. For millions of j 
taxpayers, it means substantially I 
lower taxes over the 
next few 
years. 
And you can wind up with a big ; 
J over-all tax cut if you sell the item 
i before its useful life is over—after 
taking the big deductions in the 
early years. 
The more liberal treatment ap 
plies to new equipment bought aft­ 
er last Dec. 31, or to construction 
I started after Dec 31 
If construe-’ 
lion was started before then, but 


I completed later, the more libera 
allowances apply only to that part 
J of the construction cost after Dec. J 
31. The new deductions may be 
claimed in 1954 tax returns due 
next April 15. 
Note: You can't claim the new 
deductions if you buy used equip­ 
ment. The old rules still apply in 
that case. 
Under the old law, generally you 
figured the useful life of the new 
item and 
deducted 
the 
cost in 
equal annual installments over that 
period. Thus a $10,000 item with IO 
years of life would mean a $1,000 
deduction each year for IO years. 
This is called the “ straight-line” 
method. 
Under the new rules, you are 
given several possible new meth­ 
ods of figuring deductions. 
The 
most important are called the “ de­ 
clining balance” method and the 
“ sum of the years’ digits” meth­ 
od. They sound frightfully compli­ 
cated, but they aren’t so difficult 
when you sit down to work them 
out. 
Under the declining balance, first 
you figure the percentage deduc­ 
tion allowed each year under the 
old law. In the example above, 
that would be IO per cent. Then 
you double the percentage. In this 
(example, you get 20 per cent. 
Now, for the first year, you de­ 
duct that percentage from the to­ 
tal cost. Thus the first year you 
get a deduction of $2,000 instead of 
$1,000. And each succeeding year, 
you apply that same 20 per cent 
Jto the remaining balance of the 
cost—not to the entire cost 
You 


20 per cent of SO 400, or $1,280 
( 
In the first three years under I 
the declining balance method, you 
would deduct $4,880 instead of the 
$3,000 under the old law. At a 25 
per cent tax rate, that would be 
an actual tax cut of $470 the first 
three years 
Under the 
“ sum of the year’ 
digits” plan, the rate of deduc­ 
tions is a fraction. The denomina­ 
tor of the fraction is constant—the 
sum of all the numbers in the use 
ful life. In the example above, that 
would be I plus 2 plus 3 and so 
forth up to IO. That gives you a ; 
denominator of 55. 
The numerator of the fraction 
starts with the number of useful 
years, or IO. It declines by one 
number each year. Each year you 
apply this fraction to your total 
cost, to figure the deduction. 
Thus the first year your deduc­ 
tion 
in 
this 
example would 
be 
10-55ths of $10,000, or $1,818 
The 
second year it would be 9-55ths of 
$10,000, or $1,636. The third year 
it would be 8-55ths, or $1,454; and 
so forth until the tenth year your 
deduction would be l-55th, or only 
$182 
In this case, your deductions the 
first three years would total $4,908 
This compares with $3,000 under 
the old straight line method—an ad­ 
ditional 
deduction 
of 
$1,908. 
If 
you’re in a 25 per cent tax bracket, 
that would be an actual tax cut of 
$477 the first three years. 
Still other methods are allowed, 
but none of the others may ex­ 
ceed the declining balance rate at 
any one point during the first two- 
thirds of useful life. You can use
